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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-9 are rejected in the final office action 
dated 2/13/08. The claims have not been amended to introduce any new limitations that would render them patentable over the art cited in 
the final rejection. Rather, applicant argues that the combination of references is a product of improper hindsight and is therefore improper. 
This argument is not persausvie. Applicant asserts that not all of the Graham factors have been shown, and specifically that Examiner 
provides a conclusory statement that is a mere unsupported conclusion (pg. 26-31 ). This argument is also not persuasive. Although 
applicant may desire a more complete explanation, it is believed that the final office action provides support for a proper 103 rejection. 
Specifically see pg. 5, support for the conclusory statement "It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Hanai by perofrming the processing (selection system) on the client as taught by Yankovich for the purpose of reducing 
server load" is found in the next sentence "Yankovich teaches that by doing so the system may support a greater number of clients 
(paragraph 69)". Thus rather than mere unsupported conclusory statements, the final office action provided a teaching to modify in order to 
achieve a impovement/benefit. This explicit teaching is more than sufficient to satisfy the new Examination Guidelines that applicant refers 
to (pg. 25). 
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
